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Scams targeting Charlevoix County Residents

CHARLEVOIX COUNTY - 
Spring may coming along a 
bit too slowly this year, but 
money scams in Charlevoix 
County are apparently al- 
ready in full bloom. 

County and local law en- 
forcement officials have is- 
sued warnings alerting area 
residents to different scams 
that have emerged in this 
area in recent weeks in 
order to help them avoid 
being swindled. 

Charlevoix County Sheriff 
Chuck Vondra said one such

ness even knew it was fake 
to begin with. 

“This could have been 
passed around several 
times,” he said, “We really 
just don't know.” 

He said many businesses 
double check the authentic- 
ity of bigger bills, but it's 
easier for smaller denomi- 
nation bills to go unnoticed 
as being fake. 

Gaither said he and his 
deputies learned that some 
$35,000 in “motion picture 
money” can be purchased 
online for about $20.

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which a male caller claims 
to be a Charlevoix County 
Deputy seeking money. 

Vondra explained ina 
media release this week how 
the caller identifies himself 
as “Lieutenant Scott” with 
the county sheriff's depart- 
ment and states that there's 
an outstanding warrant is- 
sued in the person's name 
for ignoring a jury sum- 
mons and that payment is 
required to clear the charge. 

Vondra said the caller 
then instructs the person to 
buy a “money pack” at Wal- 
green's, Rite-Aid or Dollar 
General and to scratch off 
the security patch on the 
back of the card and give 
the number revealed to the 
caller. 

“We have had a citizen 
purchase a card for $300 and

turned the number over to 
the caller. He then asked the 
citizen to go directly to the 
Sheriff's office. When the cit- 
izen reached the Sheriff's of- 
fice, he hung up,” Vondra 
stated. 

He noted that the retailers 
mentioned have been 
alerted to the scam and he 
warned area residents to be 
wary of such phone 
schemes as well. 

“Please be aware and sus- 
picious of all telephone 
calls/scams,” Vondra said, 
“The subject claiming to be 
Lt. Scott has a commanding 
voice, may have an accent 
and sounds authentic.” 

Boyne City police are also 


alerting area residents to be 
on the lookout for another 
scam in which fake money 
has been passed at local 
businesses. 

Boyne City Police Chief 
Jeff Gaither said there have 
been two incidents in the 
past couple months in which 
local businesses have re- 
ported finding fake bills in 
their tills. Gaither declined 
to identify which businesses 
were hit in the scam be- 
cause the investigation is 
ongoing. 

He noted, however, that 
the most recent incident in- 
volved a ten dollar bill that

crazy.” 

But the passing of fake 
funds is no joke, Gaither 
added, noting that another 
incident occurred some 
weeks earlier in which a 
fake $100 bill was passed at 
another Boyne City busi- 
ness. 

He said that bill was 
quickly discovered to not be 
authentic, likely because it 
was a larger denomination 
and subject to better 
scrutiny. 

Both fake money scams 
are still under investigation, 
Gaither said, noting the in- 
cidents are not believed to 
be linked. 

“We have nothing that 
connects the two,” he said, 
“People just need to be care- 
ful and look what's in their 
wallet.”

Not pruning through summer 
can protect oak trees 


Have an oak tree on your 
property? To keep it healthy, 
don’t prune it from mid-April 
through the summer. That’s a 
key time for infection with oak 
wilt, a serious disease that can 
weaken white oaks and kill red 
oak trees within weeks. 

Oak wilt, caused by a fun- 
gus, has been reported 
throughout the Midwest, in- 
cluding Michigan, said Ryan 
Wheeler, invasive species biol- 
ogist with the Michigan De- 
partment of Natural 
Resources. 

Red oaks are most suscepti- 
ble to the disease. These trees 
have leaves with pointed tips 
and include black oak, north- 
ern red oak and northern pin 
oak. Trees in the white oak 
group have rounded leaf edges 
and include white oak and 
swamp white oak. They are 
less susceptible. 

Symptoms most often ap- 
pear from June until Septem- 
ber. 

“Affected trees will sud- 
denly begin to wilt from the 
top down, rapidly dropping 
leaves, which can be green, 
brown or a combination of 
both colors,” Wheeler said. 

Oak wilt is spread above 
ground mainly by sap-feeding 
beetles that carry the disease 
spores from an infected tree, or 
wood cut from an infected tree, 
to fresh wounds, including 
pruning cuts, on healthy trees. 
The infection also spreads 
below ground, through root 
grafts among neighboring 
trees. 


The highest risk of infection 
occurs April 15-July 15, but it 
is prudent to avoid pruning or 
injuring oak trees until they 
have lost leaves for the winter, 
typically from November 
through mid-March, Wheeler 
said. If you must prune or re- 
move oaks during the risk pe- 
riod, or have a tree that gets 
damaged, immediately cover 
wounds with tree-wound paint 
or latex-based paint. 

Don’t move firewood, espe- 
cially if it comes from oak wilt- 
killed trees, as it can harbor 
the fungus. If you suspect your 
firewood is tainted by oak wilt, 
cover it with a plastic tarp all 
the way to the ground, leaving 
no openings. This keeps bee- 
tles away so they can’t move 
spores from the firewood to 
otherwise healthy trees. Once 
the firewood has been cut long 
enough, to the point where all 
of the bark loosens, the disease 
can no longer be spread. 

If you suspect your oak 
trees have this disease:

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The 100 Men Campaign was 
launched in 2010 by Women’s 
Resource Center of Northern 
Michigan (WRCNM), as a way 
for local men to take part in 
ending violence that affects 1 
in 4 women in the U.S. Men 
who join the campaign donate 
$100 and agree to take a pub- 
lic stand to end violence 
against women and girls by 
having their name published 
along with other contribu- 
tors. 

The dollars generated by 
the 100 Men Campaign sup- 
port local education and pre- 
vention activities such as 
White Ribbon basketball 
games at area high schools, 
‘Coaching Boys into Men’ ma- 
terials for local coaches, 
speaking engagements and 
awareness-raising media mes- 
sages; the campaign has also 
sponsored film screenings, 
panel discussions and lec- 
tures. 

“Tn 2010, the 100 Men Cam- 
paign was really ahead of its 
time,” said Gail Kloss, 
WRCNM Executive Director. 
“Nationally and globally, 
there’s been a gradual awak- 
ening to the pervasiveness of 
sexual assault, harassment 
and domestic abuse, but the 
tipping point came when so 
many women - established, 
well-known celebrities — came 
forward to speak out about 
their experiences of assault 
and harassment by powerful 
men in the entertainment in- 
dustry.” 

The result of this deeper 
understanding of a wide- 
spread societal problem 
makes people want to create 
positive change, according to 
Kloss, who said that joining 
the 100 Men Campaign is one 
way men can take action. 

Kevin Burns of Harbor 
Springs has contributed to 
the campaign for years as a 
way to get more involved in 
local violence prevention. 
Burns also serves as member 
of the WRCNM’s Violence 
Prevention Team and volun- 
teers at awareness-raising 
White Ribbon Campaign 
events. 

“T’ve gained a greater un- 
derstanding of how negative 
cultural and social norms 
contribute to violence and 
gender inequity through my 
involvement with the 100 Men 
Campaign,” said Burns. “As 
a result, Iam inspired to get 
involved and to make a differ- 
ence in creating a safer fu- 
ture.” 

Bill Wilson of Petoskey is 
also a long-time campaign 
contributor who serves on the 
Violence Prevention Team 
and has facilitated commu- 
nity prevention events and 
participated in panel discus- 
sions.

Wilson said to be effective, 
“Men must speak out and 
confront the men who hurt, 
abuse and violate women, but 
first we need to confront our 
own attitudes, beliefs and ac- 
tions that may be harmful to 
women. Then we must know 
when to stop talking and lis- 
ten to women as they bravely 
stand up against men’s vio- 
lence.” 

Steve Van Dam and his son 
Ben made changes at their 
Boyne City business, Van 
Dam Custom Boats, as a re- 
sult of their increased aware- 
ness of the issue. They are 
also members of the 100 Men 
Campaign. Steve explained 
that it’s more important than 
ever for men to be vocal about 
the issue of ending violence 
against women and girls. 

“For us, the current news 
underscores the importance 
of men stepping up to say ‘no 
more’ and encouraging other 
men to do the same,” said 
Steve Van Dam. “We are dedi- 
cated to doing that and to giv- 
ing our support to all that 
WRCNM does for our daugh- 
ters, wives, sisters, mothers 
and friends.” 

Creating social change to 
correct unhealthy attitudes 
and behaviors often starts 
with activism at the local 
level; it can happen in small, 
everyday actions taken by one 
person, according the 
WRCNM Executive Director 
Gail Kloss. 

“This local campaign is 
reaching out and inviting 
men to be part of the growing 
momentum nationwide — 
worldwide — to create commu- 
nities that support equality, 
respect and healthy relation- 
ships free from violence, said 
Kloss.
